The City of Los Angeles made history today when the City Council approved Mayor Eric 
Garcetti’s choice to lead the Los Angeles Fire Department. Ralph Terrazas was unanimously 
voted to the top post today. Chief Terrazas brings thirty years of experience to the job. Most 
recently, he served as Assistant Chief for the Emergency Services Bureau. 

In this capacity, he was responsible for leading, managing, and training the approximately 500 
members on duty at 54 fire stations through seven Battalion Commanders (Battalions 
1,2,4,6,11,13,& 18.). His tasks included responding to major emergencies and taking 
command upon arrival on scene, implementation of bureau policies and programs, evaluating 
Battalion and Company efficiency and results, assessing training needs, managing fire 
prevention, and supervising community and public relations activities.

City.

The senior community at SBSS participated in a campaign to 
document unsafe and pedestrian areas in the MacArthur Park/Westlake neighborhood. 
Councilmember Cedillo is working with residents to make the simple act of walking safe, 
comfortable, and convenient around the area of MacArthur Park/Westlake. He has asked 
community members to come together and share information about their experience traveling 
to SBSS, and share the results of surveys that were conducted on street conditions. 

Councilmember Cedillo along with representatives from the Bureau of Street Services and the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, took a walk with a group of seniors, seeing first-hand 
areas of concern. We are happy to report that within less than 24 hours, the problematic 
driveway immediately outside of St. Barnabas was re-paved, making it safe for seniors to go 
out on their daily stroll.

Florence Nightingale Repair Begins

In 1936, the Florence Nightingale statue was erected by the Federal Art Project and sponsored 
by the Hospital Council of Southern California at Lincoln Park. In 1999, it received 
maintenance by restoring some of the original qualities and features. Years later, as a result 
of natural weathering and vandalism, the statue is now in need of attention and care. In 
partnership with the Department of Recreation and Parks and the Department of Cultural 
Affairs, Councilmember Cedillo selected Rosa Lowinger & Associates in Los Angeles for the 
conservation of the statue. The expected completion date is September 6, 2014, which will be 
followed by a community unveiling ceremony.

The Sunset Blvd. corridor between Downtown and Dodger Stadium is an important gateway 
into our neighborhoods. Its revitalization, with the conversion of a longstanding vacant former 
office building into lofts and a proposed mixed-use development at the former “Do-It-Yourself” 
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Center property, is underway. To add to these efforts, the City has commenced streetscape 
improvements along Sunset Blvd. by planting trees, installing trash receptacles and repairing 
broken sidewalks.
